ATHENS, July 10—The Univer- 
sity Dairy Department’s milkman 
again delivering milk to off- - 
the-campus fraternities and _  so- 
rorities, the price is down two 
cents a quart to students buv- 
ing it in the dairy salesroom, and 
a spirit of harmony prevails be- 
tween students and University 
ofticials. 

While Pres. Harmon W. Cald- 
well praised the Board of Regents 
for approving his recommenda- 
tions. that off-the-campus deliv- 
erles be resumed and salesroom 
prices cut, student organizations 
were voicing their appreciation 
to the University President for his 
efforts in their behalf. 

Caldwell asked that prices be 
reduced for veterans and their 
wives who are quartered in the 
housing project because they are 
“living on a marginal economic 
scale and would benefit tremen- 
douslv if the University were per- 
mitted to reduce the cost of milk 
to the former price at which 
wholesome milk has been pro- 
duced.”

Labor Law became embroiled Thursday over the legality of the new soft coal contract 
under which John L. Lewis won practical immunity from the penalty provisions of 


their bills. 


Chairman Hartley, Jr., Republi- 
can, New Jersey, of the House La- 
bor Committee threw the first 
verbal punch on the House floor 
Wednesday with_a charge of “col- 
lusion” that set Justice Depart- 
ment experts digging into the con- 
tract. He said the mine. operators 
who signed the igreement with 
Lewis earlier this week, including 
officials of the big steel compa- 
nies, may face fines and jail sen- 
tences for their action. 

“It looks like collusion between 
the operators and the union to 
force small companies out of bus- 
iness,” he said. 

His co-author, Sen. Taft, Repub- 
lican, Ohio, Chairman of the joint 
Senate-House Economic Commit- 
tee, challenged that assumption at 
a Committee hearing Thursday 
morning. 

“I don’t think it’s in any way 
a violation of the law,” he said. 

He said the basic purpose of 
the law was to permit free collec- 
tive bargaining and that “employ- 
ers and employees should be able 
to make any contract they want 
; 

Taft said he though maybe 
Lewis had driven a hard bargain 
which might force the price of 
some basic commodities up and 
start a new inflationary spiral. But 
that, he said, is a matter for the 
Economic Committee to consider, 
not the Justice Department. 

The Ohioan, who has been at 
tacked bitterly by organized labor 
for sponsoring the new labor-man- 
agement bill, dismissed as “a mi- 
nor item’’/Hartley’s main criticism 
of the coal contract—that its pro- 
vision authorizing a check-off of

ATHENS, Greece, July 10— 
(UP) — Security police swooped 
down on Athens cafes Thursday 
to arrest some 300 more alleged 
Communist plotters amid Leftist 
charges that the Unit&i States 
had ordered the purge. 

Police said 2,613 persons were 
arrested in Athens and Piraeus, 
the port for Athens. and trans- 
ported to Psvttalia Island in Pi- 
raeus Bay Wednesday. 

Press reports indicated the num- 
arrested was much higher. In 
addition to those listed bv the 
Government, the reports said, 300 
were taken into custody at Sa- 
lonika, 300 at Volos, 41 at Patras 
and an undisclosed number at Ag- 
rinion. 

A pubhe prosecutor, a iudge, 
several lawvers and a doctor were 
among those said to have been ar- 
rested at Salonika. 

A reliable source said 4.000 had 
been marked for arrest, but that 
almost one-third had fled to 
hills.

The whole of Farley's articles, and one must appreciate this 
expected honesty, deal with the political aspects. In other words, 
they deal with Roosevelt's political strategy designed to carry out 
administrative plans, and not with the larger struggle to put 
policies into effect to meet the national and international pressures.

They do not reveal the Roosevelt 
who led the fight to bring about military training, the boldness of 
the plan to swap Britain 40 badly needed destroyers, the gigantic 
plan to prepare this country for war that Farley and all others close 
to the government knew was inevitable. 
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Struggle What they reveal is two great politicians locked in a 
struggle for political power. 

[ can think of no other person who could have made as much 
of a fight as did Jim Farley. The word politician is not a bad 
word. It is only that so many miserable, corrupt ward heelers 
have been labeled with the word, that it has come to connote some- 
thing distasteful. Politicians are necessary to our form of govern- 
ment and we need only to improve the breed. We could use more 
of the type of Roosevelt and Farley. Rarely will one generation 
produce two as able as they. I w ishythey might never have broken. 

jut, to say that the articles reveal Roosevelt the President, or 
Roosevelt the world leader, to ignore the articles themselves. 
They reveal the political struggle through which he went to be 
able to hold together a party which, without him, lies at the foot 
the political wall, from which it has. had a great fall.
